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Recreation Complex 
-users give advice 


The meeting of the Parks 
and Recreation Board held 
on Wednesday, March 19, 
drew about 100 people and a 
host of suggestions regard- 
ing the facilities which ‘‘user 
groups’’ would like to see 
included or improved in the 
proposal for the multi-million 
dollar major recreation com- 
plex. The meeting was held 
at Sir George Simpson 
School. 

Noticeably lacking at the 
meeting to discuss the pro- 
posed recreation facilities 
were cost estimates regard- 
ing the alternatives pro- 
posed. No mention was given 
of costs other than a broad 
figure for initial total cost of 
the project about $4.5 
million. Mayor Richard Plain 
stated that he felt that 
suggestions from the user 
interests could raise the price 
of the project to $9 million or 
$16 million. The mayor told 
the Gazette that the meeting 
was not intended to provide 
the economics of the project 
and rather it was intended to 
let the public give their views 
on priorities and needs. 
Mayor Plain explained that 
the town was foreseeing an 
expenditure for the project of 
between $4 and $4.5 million. 


Rec. Board Chairman Dale 
Bjornson chaired the meet- 
ing and following an outline 
of the tentative plan for the 
complex by Mr. McCoy of 
Phillips-Barratt, directed the 
various interests represented 
on the floor into study 
vessions to discuss the 
plan. 

The interests were split 


into ice and arena related 
interests, pool related in- 
terests, performing arts, arts 
and crafts, racquet sports, 
and unspecified interests. 
Following about one hour in 
the study sessions the 
meeting reconvened to hear 
the suggestions. 

The group termed unspe- 
cified interests had Coun. 
Rod Throndson as spokes- 
man and had the more 
‘‘radical’’ suggestions. They 
felt that a gym which was not 
in the plan should be 
included, felt that a field 
house facility would be 
preferred and the arena 
should be eliminated. They 
suggested that the better 
move would be to shell 
outdoor rinks rather than 
provide an arena. The group 
was also for reducing the 
seating capacity of the arena 
area (placed at 2,400 in the 
architect's plan) to allow for 
more playing area. An 
outdoor playing area was 

alled for in conjunction with 
The complies: A quiet game 
area (for activities such as 
chess, cards or a library) was 
also felt to be a considera- 
tion. A suggestion, complete 
with rough plans, for a 
playschool area in the com- 
plex was also made. The 
group also suggested that 
the pool should be made 
larger - to olympic size - and 
stated that more facilities 
could be provided for racquet 
games. 

The group concerned with 
racquet sports had Mr. Ken 
Foster as spokesman who

Architect explains 
preliminary plan 


The allocation of space for 
particular functions and act- 
ivities associated with the 
recreation complex were 
explained by Mr. Don McCoy 
of the architectural firm 
Phillips-Barratt at the Rec- 
reation Board meeting held 
on Wednesday, March 19, 
when user groups were 
asked to provide their input. 
Mr. McCoy explained the 
plans for various activities 
and facilities within the 
complex before asking the 
user groups for their sugges- 
tions, 

The facility, as shown in a 
sketch at the meeting, would 


consist of a swimming pool 
and arena flanking a lobby 
area. The large lobby area 
would contain a multipur- 
pose auditorium and lounge 
with a 300 to S00 capacity. 
Surrounding the multipur- 
pose auditorium and lounge 
would be a ‘‘milling area’’ 
for viewing pool or arena 
activities from above. 

Below the auditorium/lou- 
nge/milling area would be 
the dressing rooms and 
saunas associated with pool 
activities plus a nursery and 
a meeting area. 

The arena zone of the

Annual meeting hears 2nd school 
needed in Lacombe Park | 


Mr. J. Patterson, principal 
of Vital Grandin School, 
chaired the annual ratepay- 
ers meeting of the St. Albert 
Catholic School District No. 
3, held on March 19 at Albert 
Lacombe School. Approxi- 
mately 35 people attended 
the meeting and most of 
these were District 3 per- 
sonnel, Mr. Patterson open- 
ed the meeting by: introduc- 
ing the trustees and senior 
administrators. 

Mr. S. Sieben, chairman of 
District 3, and Dr. W. Zielin- 
ski, superintendent, chose 
not to read aloud their 
reports which were circula- 
ted to the audience. Dr. 
Zielinski emphasized certain 
aspects of his report, pri- 
marily in connection with 
religious education. Mr. Ted 
Baldwin, secretary-treasurer 
explained highlights of the 
financial statement. 


CHAIRMAN’S REPORT 


The chairman's report op- 
ened with a description of the 
school building program. It 
said that construction of the 
Vincent J. Maloney School, 


located in Braeside, is on 
schedule and the school will 
be open in time for the next 
school year. A site is being 
sought for another school in 
the Lacombe Park area and 
reorganization and renova- 
tion of the district office will 
begin soon. In connection 
with finances, Mr. Sieben 
reported that rapidly rising 
costs have had a profound 


effect on district operations. 

In the report, Mr. Sieben 
introduced the board mem- 
bers. Two new members, 
Mrs. Elsie Lockert and Mr. 
Peter Freeman were elected 
during last October's elec- 
tion and Chairman Steve 
Sieben, Vice-Chairwoman 
Sylvia Walsh and Trustee 
Ernie Howrish were re-elec- 
ted at that time. The chair- 


man paid tribute to two 
former trustees, Mr. Al 
Gannon and Mr. Dave Fra- 
ser, who had both been 
board members for many 
years and who did not seek 
re-election. 

In connection with the 
Joint Use Agreement be- 
tween the school boards and 
the Town of St. Albert, Mr.

Hospital strike possible after April 1 


Fifty four service staff at 
the Sturgeon General Hos- 
pital could go on strike at any 
time beginning April 1. 

This was announced offi- 
cially Tuesday by admini- 
strator at the hospital Cliff- 
ord Keyes. The vote to take 
strike action will affect 
dietary, housekeeping, laun- 
dry and maintenance staff as 
well as physiotherapy staff, 
supply personnel, clerical 
workers, laboratory aides 
and nursing orderlies. 

Mr. Keyes cautioned that 
he did not wish to alarm 
anyone with the news of the 


possible strike but there was 
the danger of reduced 
services at the hospital if and 
when it takes place. 

Meetings resumed Wed- 
nesday in the dispute be- 
tween the Alberta Hospital 
Association and the Cana- 
dian Union of Public Em- 
ployees. 

The vote for strike action 
was taken March 20 at a 
strike vote supervised by the 
Board of Industrial Rela- 
tions. Service staff of the 
Sturgeon General Hospital 
which serves the MD of 
Sturgeon, Morinville, St. 


Albert and Legal were 
represented in the dispute by 
local 1335 of CUPE. 

Mr. Keyes said _ that 
technical and nursing staff at 
the hospital would not be 
affected but that services at 
the hospital would be 
**somewhat"’ curtailed: 

Specific side effects of the 
strike as they hit the hospital 
cannot be gauged ‘'till we 
know how and when it hits,”’ 
Mr. Keyes added. 

Details of the CUPE 
demands and the Association 
offer were not made public.

noted that the group felt the 
complex was group orienta- 
ted. They noted that the 
major cost of the complex 
was the arena which was 
difficult to use for other 
purposes. The group felt that 
the facility was youth orien- 
tated rather than as adult 
orientated as it should be. 
They thought that there 
could be more emphasis on 
racquet sports in the com- 
plex, and that facilities as in 
the architect's tentative plan 
are inadequate. The upstairs 
forum area was suggested as 
a possible location for table 
tennis. The group stated that 
the arena seating was extra- 
vagant as proposed by the 
architects. 


Users give advice 


ARTS AND CRAFTS 


The group concerned with 
Arts and Crafts had Mr. 
Barry Breadner as spokes- 
man who commented that 
the 2,000 square foot area 
proposed for arts and crafts 
was insufficient for more 
than one craft. Four craft 
areas: pottery, fabrics, met- 
als and minerals, and paint- 
ing and dyeing, would need 
more space than that alloca- 
ted in the tentative draft. Mr. 
Breadner stated that the 
‘crafts people’” should be 
interested in having the 
complex as the centre for 
adult facilities. It was men- 
tioned that a report was 
being formulated regarding 
the space requirements and a 
loading area should be a 
consideration regarding the

complex would provide up- 
holstered seating for 2,400 
with room for expansion for 
an additional 600. Below the 
seats, on the lower level, 
would be the team dressing 
rooms, storage areas, arena 
at ice level adjoining the 
central core of the building. 

The pool, located adjoining 
the central core of the 
building and opposite the 
arena, is shown as a 25 metre 
pool, eight lanes wide, with a 
smaller teaching part sep- 
arate from the main pool. 


Moveable seating is provided 
on the pool deck. Dressing 
rooms and saunas are located 
below the auditorium/lounge 
with a nursery and meeting 
room also located on this 
level. 

Two areas for racquet 
courts and two arts and crafts 
areas are located towards the 
rear of the building along 
with a theatre area with a 
portable stage facility. Stor- 
age area is left between the 
arts and crafts and racquet 
sports areas.

needs of the arts and crafts 
aspect. 

Performing Arts interests 
under Kathy Mills found that 
the proposal for performing 
arts placed the area too close 
to the pool, and the upstairs 
lounge area was impractical 
for performing arts. The 
portable stage concept in the 
intimate auditorium area was 
deemed impractical and it 
was stated that the area was 
inaccessible. Suggested was 


to plan for an ‘‘ideal 
theatre."’ 

SWIMMING POOL 
The group with ‘‘pool 


related interests under Bar- 
bara Munro stated that the 
pool should be built next toa 
school for optimal use. Three 
pool areas were suggested, 
the largest of which would be 
for recreational swimming 
and instruction. The group 
suggested that a deep tank 
20 metres square be con- 
sidered along with a separate 
training pool for small 


children. 
ARENA 


The group with ‘‘ice and 
arena related interests’’ s 
ggested that this aspect of 
the complex was the most 
essential. Spokesman Lorne 
Wood noted that the group 
suggested a second level 
built over the pool or arena 
could house a gymnasium. 
Two ice surfaces were also 
suggested with one for re- 
creational skating and figure 
skating. Unlike the other 
groups, the seating sugges- 
ted to be increased to 3,000 
at the outset with expansion 
to 5,000 in the future. The 
group did state that uphol- 
stery on the seats in the 
arena seemed extravagant 
and not essential. Adequate 
sound facilities, a scoreboard 
adequate for a multiplicity of 
sports, and flexibility in use 
of the arena area were also 
suggestions from the group. 
It was noted that the facilities 
should be geared to partici-

pation rather than specta- 
tors. 

Mr. Bjornson stated that 
the suggestions from the 
user groups would be sorted 
out by the recreation board at 
their meeting on Tuesday, 
March 25, and would be 
conveyed to the architects 
and council for consideration 


in the planning of the 
facilities. 
The request for open 


comment from the floor was 
respected and individuals 
spoke out regarding the pro- 
posal. One person angrily 
criticized the choice of archi- 
tects, another expressed the 
desire to have public input 
regarding siting of the 
facility. A direct question to 
Mayor Plain regarding the 
siting of the complex Grew 
the answer that no decision 
had been made by council in 
this respect. Dr. Cuts told 
the group that people did not 
feel that the complex should 
be consolidated on one site 
and said that the school 
boards were in favour of 
having the pool next to a 
school. A woman in the 
audience reacted negatively 
to the suggestion and stated 


that a school takes over such 
a facility when it is con- 
structed next to it. 

Mr. Bjornson and Mr. 
McCoy were reluctant to give 
the Gazette a copy of the 
tentative plan and stated that 
to print the plan would 
indicate that it was approved 
The Rec. complex is esti- 


mated to cost $4 million.

Proposed Rec complex lacks 


space for racquet sports 


At the ‘‘user’’ group 
meeting held last week by 
the Recreation Board to gain 
input on the proposed re- 
creation complex the present 
plans show only two rac- 
quet ball - handball - squash 
courts. Judging from the 
growth in popularity of these 
court sports in the city over 
the past few years the 
number of courts more 
appropriate for our town 
would be six (or at least a 
minimum of four). 

The facilities presently 


available in the city are as 
follows: University - 7 
racquet ball - 7 squash, NAIT 
- 3 racquet ball - 2 squash, 
Royal Glenora Club - 4 
racquet ball - 4 squash, 
YMCA (downtown) - 2 
racquet ball, YMCA (west 
end) - 2 racquet ball. A check 
with the persons responsible 
for booking these various 
facilities showed that the 
racquet ball courts are 100% 
booked year round (generally 
from 8 a.m. to 10 p.m.). The 
squash courts are less popu- 


lar with an average 65% 
booking rate. The city 
racquet ball facilities can be 
booked for two days in 
advance and are always fully 
booked within 10 minutes of 
bookings opening. There are 
at present many St. Albert 
residents who make use of 
the city facilities. It should be 
noted however that usage is 
restricted to a very select 
group (ie. students or friends 
of students or members of 
private clubs) - a factor which 
adequate public courts in St.

(expanded pool, more arts 
and crafts rooms, larger 
theatre, field house) and 


these requests (along with 
ours) certainly seemed to be 


legitimate. However in order 
not to escalate the costs out 
of all proportion it seemed 
necessary to cut back in some 
area and the area that 
appeared to gain the most 
support from the most people 
was the arena seating. 2,400 
upholstered seats appears to 
be an extravagant luxury 
(and the architect said that 
additional seats would cost 
$500 each) when there are 
needs in so many other 
areas. Are ‘‘individual’’ 
seats even necessary for an 
arena? (The university arena 
holds 2,700 and with the 
exception of playoffs rarely 
has more than 800 fans - 
could this happen to us?) Are 
we interested in a ‘‘user’’ 


building or a spectator 
facility? I realize that the 
arena is intended for other 
purposes which would sup. 
posedly be revenue produc- 
ing but if the initial cost is so 
great would the intended 
“‘concerts’’ etc. ever be able 
to recover the initial capital 
cost? The proposed arena is a 
very necessary facility for our 
town what with the 100% 
usage of the existing arena 
BUT it is the number and 
extravagance of the seats 
that are in question. Is all the 
expense on arena seating 
justified when one considers 
how often these seats would 
be used? (The arena and 
seating account for over half 
the cost of the complex.) 


Administration 
of Garbage 


lam very much concerned 
about the administrative 
technique employed by Town 
Administrator R. L. Byron in 
persuading council to with- 
draw 65,000 dollars worth of 
garbage collection services 
from only 34% of the town’s 
residents, by declaring that 
this money would accrue to 
the town as a saving. 

It should be clear, that 
these 65,000 dollars worth of 
services cannot ethically be 
withdrawn from these 34% 
of residents, unless these 
residents get compensation 
for loss of services in the 
same amount of money. 
Since these residents already 
paid their taxes for this 
budget of services, the 
65,000 dollars should be 
refunded to those residents 
who lose the services. : 

The position that the other 
66% of residents also paid 
for the services lost to the 
affected former 34% of resi- 
dents holds little merit, 
because these 66% obviously 
continue their services, and 
therefore should have no 
claim on any part of this 
so-called ‘‘Saving to the 
Town.”’ 

In order that there be no 
misunderstanding, it should 
be pointed out continuation 
of the services to the other 
66% of residents is in other 
forms. 

Thus, for instance, those 
residents who are serviced 
by garbage pickup from 
back-lanes, cause equal or 
higher costs to the town than 
those receiving pickup from 
the side of their house. While 
this may be not reflected in 
the garbage collection bud- 
get, it nevertheless will be 
obvious in other budget 
figures. For, in the first 
place, the land occupied by 
back-lanes is permanent loss 
to the town as a source of 
assessment for taxes. Se- 
condly, the construction of 
the lanes has cost the town 
considerable amounts of 
money. And, lastly, main- 
tenance such as gravelling, 
grading, paving, and snow- 
clearing from these lanes are 
a cause of expense to the 
town, which in all probability 
much outweighs the cost of 
garbage pickup from the side 
of the house of those not 
serviced by back-lanes, 

Therefore, unless these 
back-lane serviced residents 
have their back-lanes closed, 
are assessed on the resultant 
back-lane land, and are for- 
ced like other residents to 
pave 80 foot driveways to 
their back yard garages, and 
then are also forced to carry 


their garbage to the curb on 
pick-up day, they lost no 
services and therefore should 
not be entitled to share in a 
**savings of the mentioned 
65,000 dollars for the benefit 
of the town."’ 

Other. residents included 
in the 66% who would not 
lose services, according to 
the administrators statistics, 
are those residents in new 
subdivisions who apparently 
were asked to ‘‘volunteer"’ to 
set their garbage out on the 
curb on pick-up day so it 
would not be ‘‘forgotten"’ in 
pick-up. 

Since I do not know of 
more than one byiaw gover- 
ning the rules of eligibility 
for garbage cans to be picked 
up from places other than 
back-lanes, and since that 
bylaw does not require 
garbage cans to be set onto 
the curb for pickup, but 
merely required that the cans 
be set into a location not 
enclosed by a fence and 
visible from the street, | 
must assume that whosoever 
requested that residents in 
new subdivisions set their 
cans onto the curb not only 
exceeded his authority under 
that bylaw, but also, if 
illegally making such a 
request, conned these new- 
comer residents unfamiliar 
with our bylaws out of the 
very service to which they 
were paying taxes for. 

If this is so, it opens up a 
whole new can of garbage, 
and the administrators stat- 
istics, which included these 
‘volunteers’ as not affected 
by withdrawal of collection 
services from the side of the 
house, are shamefully out of 
context, 

I fully appreciate the zeal 
of newly elected councillors 
to act fast on schemes which 
are designed to save all of us 
money. However, in this case 
they were obviously over: 
whelmed by the statistics 
and persuasive case pre- 
pared by the administrator 
on the one side, and no input 
from the affected public on 
the other side. It is however 
not too late for council to 
reconsider the effective date 
of the proposed new curb-si- 
de only pickups, postpone !t 
to ascertain the view of 
residents in this matter by 
Public Hearing, and then act 
accordingly, and it would not 
at all be out of context with 
election promises made for 
more open ‘‘Government: 
by the majority of council 
members.

Resolve impasse says Canadian Chamber 


The Canadian Chamber of 
Commerce, as the voice of 
125,000 Canadians, has app 
ealed to the federal and 
provincial governments to 
resolve the impasse 
resource revenue-sharing 
before the April conference 
of First Ministers is adjour- 
ned. 

In a letter to the Prime 
Minister and all Provincial 
Premiers, dated March 3, 
1975, and released March 18, 


over 


Chamber President E. R. 
Olson declared that the pro- 
blems created by the feder- 
al-provincial deadlock re- 
garding the taxation of the 
petroleum and mining in- 
dustries are still largely 
unresolved. He warned that 
at the First Ministers’ 
meeting scheduled for mid- 
April these problems must 
be solved, ‘‘not only for the 
immediate future, but for a 
period sufficiently far ahead 


to give industry the confi- 
dence to undertake the 
massive investment needed 
to secure Canada’s future 
supplies of energy and other 
minerals. 

Mr. Olson, referring to the 
negative economic impact of 
cut-backs already made in 
exploration, predicted much 
more serious consequences 
as Canada becomes a net 
importer of oil in 1975. 
Canadians, he said, are

much importance as that of 
the town administrator. 

It is my considered opin- 
ion, that the majority of 
affected residents would 
consider loss of the present 
pickup services as loss of 
essential services. Elderly 
and disabled residents in 
particular would suffer ser- 
ious hardship, not having the 
strength to carry heavy cans 
to the curb, especially during 
times of heavy snow, some of 
which may be plowed like 
mountains right above the 
very curb where the cans 
should be set for pickup. 
Surely council will see fit to 
compare such hardship with 
the fact that our young, 
strong and able garbage 
pickup crews had to be 
equipped with rubber-tired 
carts to accomplish the same 
purpose. 

Then there is the un- 
sightliness of cans, bags and 
other pieces of garbage piled 
up on the front of properities 
on collection day. In many 
cases where both adults work 


the garbage is being put out 
early in the morning before 
they leave for work, and sits 
there on the curb all day until 
the truck finally arrives. 
Since the containers at the 
curb are fully exposed to 
upset by heavy winds, stray 
dogs and vandals, the con- 
tainers are easily upset, torn 
or thrown over, while the 
non-suspecting owners of the 
garbage are at work. The 
winds will blow papers etc., 
for blocks, and of course the 
garbage crew certainly will 
not pick up the resultant 
mess. To witness environ- 
mental litter thus caused, all 
one has to do is look around 
in Edmonton, where certain 
residential neighbourhoods 
turn into slums just for the 
very same reasons. 

If, on the other hand, the 
cans are emptied soon after 
the working adults place 
them onto the curb, the cans 
remaining empty on the curb 
all day are even easier upset 
by wind and blown into the 
street. They can roll down 


hills, bang into parked cars, 
become a traffic hazard, or 
just simply become lost to 
their owners. 

When the owners of the 
cans finally come home from 
work at night, they have no 
idea where they can find 
their garbage cans, and if 
they do, the cans are often 
either badly dented with lost 
lids, or either of these are 
found squashed flat by 
traffic. At best times the lost 
cans can be found in the 
neighbours favorite flower- 
bed, or rolled against their 
broken basement window, 
much to the consternation of 
all concerned. 

While the attempt to save 
taxpayers money ordinarily 
is appreciated by them, there 
certainly should be better 
means to do so than elimin- 
ate certain garbage collection 
services, and I call on council 
to come up with a review of 
this matter, for above men- 
tioned reasons.

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Springtime is a welcome 
event throughout Canada; 
unfortunately, in St. Albert 
the arrival of spring heralds 
the beginning of an odour 
problem created by the over- 
loading of the existing 
sewage lagoons. The prog- 
nosis is that the odour 
problem this year will reach 
new heights in terms of 
pungency and unpleasant- 
ness. It is estimated that the 
problem will exist for a 
minimum of 20 days to a 
maximum of 40 days de- 
pending upon climatic condi- 
tions. 

The solution to future 
problems of this nature will 
be implemented in the first 
week of May - the period in 
which our new sewer line and 
lagoon system bordering the 
North Saskatchewan will 
come into operation. In the 
short sum - from approxi- 
mately middle of April to the 
third week in May - residents 
will be faced with a ‘‘grin 


odours 


and bear it’’ situation. The 
council has allocated a 
nominal amount of money for 
the purchase of a chemical 
called Almask (Odaban) 518- 
B-Y which purportedly will 
be of assistance in masking 
some or all of the ‘‘normal”’ 
lagoon odours. This chemical 
has provided good results 
according to users in other 
areas; however, it is not 
100% effective. Indeed, the 
combination of the chemical 
and- the odour from the 
lagoon can produce a hybrid 
odour which is less than 
‘‘rose-like’’ in terms of its 
properties. 

The council apologizes for 
the inconvenience caused to 
the residents because of the 
overloading of our sewage 
lagoons. The only consola- 
tion that can be offered is 
that this is the last time that 
St. Albert should experience 
this problem.

On Monday, March 17, 
council was informed that an 
odour problem from the 
existing sewage lagoons in 
St. Albert will manifest itself 
this spring. 

Mayor Richard Plain said 
that the problem will be 
occuring for the last time (the 
new sewage facilities will be 
incorporated this spring). He 
noted that the situation will 
be worse than has been 
experienced previously. 

The mayor explained that 
the lagoons are in a critically 
overloaded state and the 
town had to select a method 
of reducing the odour level 
before the sensitivities of the 
citizens were disturbed. 

Stanley Associates Engin- 
eering Ltd., St. Albert's 
consultants in the areas of 
sewage and water, provided 
two alternative methods of 
dealing with the problem.

The methods both involve a 
chemical screening of the 
odour, and are equally 
speculative in terms of 
probability of success. 

The first method involves 
placing a series of gas 
generators between the town 
and the lagoons. It is felt that 
10 machines would provide 
the needed coverage and 
these machines generate a 
masking gas from a liquid 
chemical. The gas is dis- 
persed through a network of 
stovepipes which are install- 
ed along the ground. 

May and Baker of Mon- 
treal, the suppliers of the 
machines and chemicals ne- 
cessary, propose to let the 
town use the machines at no 
cost if the company’s chem- 
icals are to be used. 

An estimate cost to pro- 
vide days continuous chem- 
ical screening would be 
$11,100. 

The second method in- 
volves an operation of hand 
spraying the tops of the 
lagoons with normal garden 
sprayers and a chemical 
called All Masque 518-B-Y. 
This chemical evaporates 
and combines with the 
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St. Albert 


lagoon odours to change and 
mask the undesirable smell. 

Ihe chemical is sprayed in 
a narrow path in a diluted 
form and requires re-appli- 
calion every one to two days.

for 20 days coverage, 15 
sprayings, is $2,400

The problem is a result of 
over-ltaxing the lagoon facil- 
ities. The lagoons are filled 
beyond capacity and have 
broken down in their func- 
tion. Mr. Byron explained 
that the concentration of 
effluent is such that the 
sunlight cannot penetrate to 
institute bacterial action. Mr. 
Byron pointed out that the 
odour resulting from the 
combination of masking che- 
micals and effluenct could be 

exciting’’ and very much a 
surprise. 

The residents had better 
be ready for anything from a 
Gardenia scent - to the ‘‘real 
thing,’ he concluded.

The implementation of the 
recommendations in the 
Downey Report may prove to 
be the salvation of plans to 
expand the St. Albert Public 
Library. Librarian Don Mills 
conveyed this message in an 
interview with the Gazette on 
Thursday, March 20. 

Mr. Mills was commenting 
on the information contained 
in the Library segment of the 
February monthly report to 
town council, which included 


Library needs more room says Mills 


a comparison of St. Albert's 
facility in terms of the 
Downey study. 

“The present facility, the 
town's Centennial project, is 
a superior one if now grossly 
inadequate,’’ Mr. Mills stat- 
ed in the monthly report. He 
explains that he was referr- 
ing to the size factor in terms 
of national standards. 

‘Standards would dictate 
‘Ys square foot per capita,” 
Mr. Mills noted, ‘‘and right 


now we have, with a 
population of 20,000 people 
and 5,000 square feet of 
library area, roughly one- 
quarter so physically it is an 
inadequate facility."" He 
points out that the library 
would ideally serve a popu- 
lation of 10 to 12 thousand. 
In terms of library use, 
Mr. Mills stated that with a 
8.7% increase in population, 
in St. Albert the library's 
circulation increased 18.5% 


over the last year. A rough 
estimate of the increase in 
membership to the library is 
40% and the increase in the 
size of the book collection is 
roughly 25%. 

A problem manifesting 
itself at the library is the lack 
of space for books. Although 
the library is unofficially 
slated to take over the Town 
Hall when the building is 
replaced with a new complex 
in the downtown area, Mr.

board that he had spoken to 
the parent and had assured 
her that no decision had been 
made on the subject of open 
classrooms, neither was 
there any decision pending. 

Mrs. Walsh remarked that 
the parent had been given 
the information that open 
classes only would be in 
effect next fall. Trustee Elsie 
Lockert said that she had 
been questioned on this 
subject and had advised 
parents to contact Central 
Office or the schools. She 
knew of an instance where a 
parent had contacted both 
areas and had received two 
different answers. 

Mrs. Lockert reported that 
at the present time St. Albert 
school districts had been 
unable to interest eastern 
high schools to join St. Albert 
in an exchange program. The 
Student Exchange Commit- 
tee is presently engaged in 
trying to set up an exchange 
between the St. Albert school 
districts and Whitehorse or 
Yellowknife. 

The superintendent re- 
ported that the possibility of 
a four day week had been 
explored by the high school 
and it will not be imple- 
mented in the next school 
year. 

Board approval was given 
to a request by the Super- 
visor of Instructional Media 
to attend the second Inter- 
national Community Educa- 
tion Conference which is to 
be held in Texas during 
Easter week.

Mills feels that such a move 
would only be sufficient to 
serve the Grandin and 
surrounding segments of the 
community without being of 
utility to the ‘‘Lacombe Park 
and the far flung reaches’’ of 
the town. 

Branch operations appear 
to be a method of reaching all 
segments of the town. 

Student use of the library 
has been encouraged but the 
space constraints do not 
allow the optimal study use 
of the library, says Mr. Mills. 
He reports that as the need 
for more room for books 
becomes a problem, the 
study areas and browsing 
areas are converted to shelf 
space. 


Adults make good use of 
the library also. The book 
collection is such that there is 
roughly 1.6 books per capita. 
The size of the collection as 
of the end of December 1974 
is 32,256. 

Don explains that the book 
collection is relatively new 
with most of the books in 
good shape. ‘‘If you look at 
our shelves,"’ he said, ‘‘you 
will easily see that three- 
quarters of our books are 
new looking.’’ He explains 
that while St. Albert's library 
may not have two or three 
books per capita as is the 
case in some of the libraries 
in the province, the books at 
our library are more current, 
relevant, and new.

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Shopping centre/ industrial development 
discussed with public 


Mayor Richard Plain stat- 
ed that two of the potential 
candidates for the develop- 
ment of major shopping 
facilities had been informed 
that they did not conform, at 
this time, to the criteria that 
council had approved with 
respect to development. 

Mayor Plain was replying 
to a question raised by Mr. 
Keith Easson who also asked 
if these ‘‘candidates’’ could 
be named. The mayor said 
that he did not want any 
confusion and noted that he 
wished it understood that the 
developers concerned were 
unable to meet the criteria 
‘at this time.” 

Mr. R. L. Byron, town 
administrator, said that the 
situation was a the comple- 
tion of the first phase of 
discussion on the proponants 
of the shopping centre. The 
first phase was to determine 
if the proponants were able 
to meet with the council’s 
guidelines. 

‘‘Of the four that were 
interviewed and met with,”’ 
Mr. Byron said, ‘‘it appears 
as though two are not able to 
meet the criteria and they 
have been advised.”’ 

Mr. Byron said that it 
would not be proper to say 
that these developers do not 
meet with the criteria until 
they respond to the town. 

The second phase of the 
negotiations has been un- 
dertaken with the two who 
appear to meet the criteria, 
said Mr. Byron, and these 
proponants have been asked 
to provide information con- 
cerning their developments.

industrial zoned land at the 
eastern boundary of St. 
Albert in conjunction with 
the MD's parcel. He pointed 
out that one of the bones of 
contention was to ensure that 
no major arterial routes 
passed through St. Albert's 
residential sections in order 
to provide access to the 
development and he could 
not support routes through 
the residential zone.

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Supplementary budget if Sturgeon Hospital can’t make ends meet 


‘We'll submit a supple- 
mentary budget before we 
get cut off at the pass."’ 

Those were the words of 
John de Bruijn, chairman of 
the Sturgeon General Hos- 
pital District #100 at a regu- 
lar meeting of the Board 
Monday night as the board 
discussed the 1975 budget. 

Although the budget has 
not yet been. prepared it is 
expected that it will be 
prepared on the 1974 figures 
even though there is tacit 
agreement among the board 
that costs for health care 
delivery are climbing rapid- 
ly. 

Board member Lawrence 
Kluthe, telling his colleagues 
of Institute of Trustees 


meeting that he had attended 
recently, said that the over- 
riding topic had been the 
adjustment of nurses’ salar- 
ies; also that boards were not 
happy at the settlements 
nurses were getting. 

While administrative sal- 
ary agreements were gener- 
ally in the 15 to 20 per cent 
range Mr. Kluthe thought 
the time was coming when 
hospitals would be bargain- 
ing on their own and we 
would see this within the 
next year. 

He added that this would 
be a tough year in hospitals 
and foresaw that if the board 
were to set budget policies 
along rigid lines ‘‘we would 
have to chop people.”’ 

For information Mr. de 


Bruijn told the board that the 
provincial government were 
spending 22 per cent of the 
provincial budget for health 
care delivery - three per cent 
up on last year. A figure of 
$564 million was quoted. 

Several other items came 
up to the board before it went 
into an in-camera meeting. 

One was the continuing 
saga of when the Town of St. 
Albert and the board will 
meet concerning the unspent 
portion of the 1974 requisi- 
tion ($18,000), also an 
ambulance service and co- 
operation between the board 
on the health care delivery 
service, St. Albert and the 
public. 

Perusing a letter from 
Mayor Dick Plain, Mr. de 
Bruijn stuck to his guns 


saying that he would prefer it 
if St. Albert came to a 
regular board meeting - the 
next one is slated for April 23 
- to discuss these matters. 

‘They must deal with the 
whole board and not just 
segments of it,’’ commented 
the chairman. 


EXPAND FACILITIES 


Mr. de Bruijn called for 
the expansion of Sturgeon 
General Hospital facilities in 
the areas of emergency 
service and outpatients care 
so that practitioners would 
still be able to use these 
facilities. He pointed out that 
overcrowding of the existing 
services meant that the 
board would have to en- 
courage a policy of practi-

(This is 
the first year that Morinville 
has had to go with the new 
system of standardized fin- 
ancial statements now right 
across the board in Canada.) 

Secretary-treasurer of 
Morinville Paul Brochu also 
pointed out that Municipal 
Affairs had given ‘‘a book 
this thick as a guide’’ for 
making out the annual 
report.

Morinville Library 


In May 1973 the Alberta 
Government commissioned 
Downey Research Associates 
Ltd., to conduct a study of 
libraries in the province with 
a view to upgrading library 
services. Asa result of the 
survey a large report was 
sent to all libraries named 
‘The Right to Know.”’ 

In this report the govern- 
ment recognizes that library 
and information services are 
important to the well being of 
Albertans in the same way as 
education and health care is 
and is prepared to take fuil 
responsibility for providing 
this service even though it 
will be costly. 

An integrated library ser- 
vice and information network 
known as ‘‘Alinet’’ would be 
established, Before this is 


put into operation the Gov- 
ernment is anxious to obtain 
public reaction to their 
suggestions. If you aie 
interested in getting better 
library service, better access 
to all information, come to 
the library and sign your 
name, on a list which will be 
sent to the Ministry. 

The report ‘‘The Right to 
Know’’ may also be read. It 
contains many suggestions 
for change in the library 
services in the province 
which may or may not be 
acceptable to our commun- 
ity. 

So be concerned, get in- 
volved, make your wishes 
known so that we can all 
work together to develop a 
better library service for the 
future.

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“rocky road of Sturgeon 
Regional Recreation,”’ auth- 
or, Mayor Stapleton, which 
was taken up by a member of 
the public, forcing the mayor 
to give more details on what 
he meant. 

He said that due to a 
misrepresentation or misun- 
derstanding by the present 
director of regional recrea- 
tion Laurent Coulombe, 
council had carried a motion 
to opt out of regional 
recreation by January 1, 
1976. 

The bones of the issue is 
that an original document 
gives Morinville the freedom 
to renew its agreement or 
contract with regional re- 
creation every two years. 
Here, Mayor Stapleton 
stuck rigidly to his guns on 
what Mr. Coulombe had 
said, ‘‘There will be no 
negotiation of this agree- 
ment,’’ meaning that Morin- 
ville would be held to the 
agreement forever. This, 
pointed out the mayor had 
caused the non-signing of the 
agreement. The town was 
due for growth and would 
therefore need the oppor- 
tunity to renegotiate, would 
probably have to ask for 
more representation, as sur- 
ely as regional recreation 
would ask the town for more 
money. (Many feel that 
Morinville is getting a good 
deal out of regional recrea- 
tion. It only cost the town 
$5,345.67 for last year’s 
services.) 

Alternate member to the 
regional recreation board 
Anne Krysko asked the 
mayor did he accept verbal 
statements as gospel. Mayor 
Stapleton replied that the 
director had been sent to 
council by the board and that 
if he - the director did not 
know the terms of reference, 
then somebody should get a 
new director. 

When a member of the 
public said that his family 
had been able to take an 
active part in regional 
recreation programs in Mor- 
inville, the mayor said he 
was not against regional re- 
creation as a concept and had 


never been as previous 
statements on the topic 
show. In fact Councillor 


Harvey Atkinson made the 
remark that Morinville would 
try to open up negotiations 
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with the board and rescind 
the motion to withdraw from 
regional recreation. 

“There is no reason why 
we would want to opt out, but 
we want to live by that thing 
there,’’ said Mayor Staple- 
ton, pointing to the original 
document. 

Soon after this the turmoil 
about regional recreation 
died away as Mrs. Krysko 
asked why sewage rates were 
going up from three to $5. 
Mayor Stapleton said this 
had nothing to do with the 
hoped for sewer line but 
costs could no longer be 
borne on the previous basis. 
**We are about the only town 
with a $3. charge,’’ he said. 

In his annual report, 
Mayor Stapleton traced the 
growth of the town and its 
future prospects. An antici- 
pated nod by the Local 
Authorities Board to the 
annexation of 600 more acres 
of town land could help 
broaden the town’s tax base. 
This will be vital if the town 
has any hopes to proceed 
with a $2.5 million sewer line 
and pay back the deficit at a 
rate which will not cripple 
taxpayers. 

The town is also expecting 
an answer from Environment 
Minister Bill Yurko on hook- 
up into a regional water line 
and council has already met 
with local representatives 
studying the possibility of a 
regional water line. 

Over the past year Morin- 
ville has seen the town take 
out an agreement with the 
RCMP to do the town’s 
policing which could get 
underway by May 1. 

A volunteer ambulance 
service has started, a fire 
fighting training program 
has been endorsed by council 
and the ERPC has been 
commissioned to do the com- 
mercial studies on a down- 
town core for Morinville 
anticipating growth to the 
20,000 mark. Also an indus- 
trial park is slated for the 
Northwest sector of the 
Town. 

A total of $1,670,121 worth 
of building permits was 
issued in 1974. 


$570,950 residential permits, 
$506,947 institutional per- 
mits, $32,324 commercial 
permits and $20,000 indus- 
trial.

Good deal out of regional recreation 


It seems the MD of 
Sturgeon got a good deal 
with regional récreation in 
1974 according to the Stur- 
geon Regional Recreation’s 
council's annual report, 

SRR total expenditures for 
the past year was $208,772.- 
20. Total revenue’ was 
$211,592.85 leaving a sur- 
plus in the 1974 budget of 
$2,820.65 which will be 
applied to the 1975 budget 
revenue, 

The co-operating author- 
ities of Morinville, ($5,345. - 
67) Gibbons, ($1,979.28) Bon 
Accord ($2,075.31), Legal 
($1,403.11) and the Munici- 
pal District of Sturgeon #90 
($42,546.62) paid a total of 


$53,349.99 to the regional 
council - a mill rate of 2.03 
mills to the 1974 budget. 
This mill rate was calculated 
on the 1974 equalized ass- 
essment figures. 

The 1974 annual report 
terminates the first full year 
of regional recreation coun- 
cil's operation. SRR comm- 
ends the co-operating auth- 
orities for their help in 
providing recreation services 
to their residents. 

Eleven hundred and nine- 
ty-one persons in the region- 
al recreation area took in 
community programs during 
1974 which varied from 
defensive driving to calf 
roping, and lingerie to 
hunter training. 


One hundred and sixty- 
eight took in programs 
designed for the whole 
region. These were golf 
lessons in Morinville, adult 
swimming at the Vic Com- 
posite School, cross country 
skiing and a drama workshop 
in Sturgeon and a hockey 
referees clinic in Gibbons. 
Sturgeon regional recreation 
provided for the Minor

SRR provides meeting 
space for the Sturgeon Valley 
Senior Hockey Association. 
Seven teams participated in 
the league in 1974 each team 
playing a 24 game schedule. 
Total number of participants 
exceeded 180. 

Instructor workshops were 
held to develop local instruc- 
tors. Courses were available 
in yoga, stitchery, basketry 
and reupholstery as well as 
cake decorating, jewellery 
making, weaving, rug-hook- 
ing. 

The 1974 swimming pro- 
gram was well patronized. 
Many communities took in 
the program with a total of 
743 swimmers taking part. 
Registration fee for swim- 
ming was $7 which included 
busing to and from the pool. 
The pools that were in use 
were Coronation, Victoria 
Composite and Eastglen. 
The pool at Redwater was 
also utilized. 

An adult swimming pro- 
gram was established with 30 
beginners, 12 juniors, eight 
intermediates and six sen- 
iors. With both swimming 
programs combined, about 
799 swimmers were accom- 
modated through the pro- 
gram. 

About 160 children (aver- 
age) per day took in summer 
playgrounds which operated 
in Gibbons, Legal, Bon 
Accord, Morinville during 
July and August. 

About 209 children in the 
rural areas attended travell- 
ing playgrotind sessions 
during the summer. A 
provincial government grant 
made it possible for the SRR 
to operate the summer play- 
grounds. 

During the 1974 Sturgeon 
Regional Camp for children 
aged seven to 12 items 
taught to the children were: 
canoeing, tenting, outdoor 
cooking, archery, orienteer- 
ing, outdoor games and 


woodcraft. The camp was 
operated at Sandy Lake 
during the months of July 
and August. 

A total of 113 campers took 
part in the program. They 
came from Namao, Ever- 
green, Legal, Bon Accord, 
Morinville, Riviere Qui Barre 
and Calahoo. 

Throughout 1974 SRR en- 
deavoured to promote and 
assist Senior Citizen activi- 
ties. 

Last year marked the third 
year that recreation author- 
ities assisted senior citizens 
groups in their activities. 
Senior Citizens groups have 
been formed and most of 
them on a regular basis. 

Highlights of senior citizen 
activities were: 37 senior 
citizens from Morinville as- 
sisted by SRR were ble to go 
on a trip, to Ottawa, 
Montreal and Quebec City. 
The Federal Government 
allocated a $4,500 grant for 
this purpose. 

One day trips were organ- 
ized for the Morinville 
Round-Up Club to Sandy 
Lake July 10 with 34 
participating also a trip to 
Lac La Nonne August 7 with 
32 taking part. August 8 the 
Gibbons Last Round-Up Club 
- with 28 taking part took in a 
trip to the provincial museum 
and planetarium. 

June 22 a supper and 
social evening was organized 
for a group of senior citizens 
from Medicine Hat. Seventy- 
five attended the function.
